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The Kastner or ‘Castner Family 


of Pennsylvania: | 


Pain ‘Kastner, the founder. of the family of that surname 
(Sometime spelled Castner) in Pennsylvania, was among the early + 
German colonists who settled Germantown, Philadelphia. The exact 


_ date of his emigration to Pennsylvania is not known, but it is believed: 


that his arrival was in the year 1689. 

On the sixteenth day of October, 1690, Paul astnee acquired 
his first landed possession in the Province,—a tract of fifty acres in 
Germantown, situated on ‘the main road.” This land was pur- 
chased from Hamilton Swinsted (see copy of deed “A” hereunto 
attached), and was a portion of the estate. formerly purchased from 
William Penn by the “Frankfort Company.” The purchase money 
was “twenty pounds current silver money,” which fact suggests that 
Mr. Kastner must have been a man of some estate at the time of his 
emigration. On the seventeenth of October, 1692, he. purchased an 


- additional fifty acres, adjoining the tract covered by his former pur- 


chase (see copy of deed “B” hereunto attached), and sometime 
later he acquired a tract of two hundred acres in Strassburg Township, 
Chester county, Pennsylvania. . 

Paul Kastner was a Quaker, and on settling in Pennsylvania he 
connected himself with the Abington Meeting of Friends, “In 1692,” 
writes Judge Pennypacker, in history of the settlement of German- 


_ town, ‘culminated the dissensions among the Quakers caused by 
George Keith, and the commotion extended to the community of Ger- 


mantown.” The yearly meeting of Friends, held at Burlington, New 
Jersey, 7th of 7th month, 1692, formulated their ‘testimony ” against 
Keith. Paul Kastner was doubtless present at this historic gathering, 


as his name is found among the signers to the “testimony.” His 


townsmen, Francis Daniel Pastorius, Paul Wolff, Dirck Op den Graeff 
and Arnold Cassel also being of the number who signed. 

Mr. Kastner continued to reside in Germantown until his death, 
which occurred between 31 August and 11 September, 1717, the former 
being the date of his will and the latter the date of its probate, of 
which the following is a copy fromthe records of the office of the 
a a of Wills at Philadelphia : 


“ GERMANTOWN the One & thirtieth 
day of August 1717 


“J, Pau Kastner of the sd Town and County of Philadelphia, 
weaver, being sick and weak in Body but of a good understanding, 
sound and disposing mind & memory (Thanks be unto God therefor)

“First of all I commend my Soul into the hands of God my 
merciful Creator and Saviour, and my body to be buried at the discre- 
tion of mine Exec’tr hereafter named, 

“And touching my Worldly Estate I give and bequeath to my eldest 
Daughter Elizabeth Pettinger her Daughter call’d Betty the Sum of | 
two Pounds curr’t Silver ‘money of Pennsilvania. 


‘Ltem. give & bequeath to my Daughter Mary, the sum of four 
' Pounds money aforsd. 


“Item. 1 give and bequeath to my three sons Samuel, Jacob and 
George the two hundred acres, which I purchased at Strassburg in the 
County of Chester to be equally divided among them, To have & to 
hold the same to them their heirs and assigns for Ever. 


Ltem, J devise, give and bequeath to my loving wile Mary 
_ Kastner all and Singular the residue of my Clear real and personal 
Estate and the profits thereof during her widowhood: But in case she 
_ should marry again, I only give and bequeath to her the third part of 


my sd Estate according to the Laws of this Province: And after her 
so marrying or decease the sd my real & personal Estate or the 
remainder thereof is to be Equally divided among my four Children, 
Christina, Samuel, Jacob and George, Share and Share alike. 


“Ftem. 1 do hereby appoint and constitute my dear Friends 
Samuel Gulden, Casper Leutebecher, and Johannnes Hildbrand, or 
either of them to be the lawful Executors of this my last will and Tes- 
_tament, utterly disannulling all other former wills in any wise by me — 
made, Confirming this my last will and Testam’t.

After it has been further declared by the above sd Testator that when 
his sd wife comes to marry again or depart this life his eldest son 
Samuel shall have to him, his heirs and assigns forever the Lott or 
fifty acres of land in Germantown, he paying to his sister Christina & 
to his two Brethren Jacob.& George, their share thereof according to 
the valuation of impartial men indidderently chosen. And that the sd 
Jacob & George shall have to them their heirs & assigns the afore 
mentioned two hundred acres at Strassburg, they satisfying him or his 
heirs for this third part and Improvemts by him made thereupon 
according to the valuation of Impartial men.” 

lt is believed that Paul Kastner was accompanied to Pennsylvania 
by his wife Mary, and daughter Elizabeth, as the first child whose birth 
was recorded on the records of Abington Meeting is his daughter 
_ Chris stina,

Samuel Kastner, eldest son of Paul and Mary Kastner, 
was. born at Germantown, Philadelphia, ‘8 March, 1693/4, and died in 
Whitpain Township, Montgomery (then Philadelphia) County, in 1753 
Under his father’s will, and by virtue of releases executed to him by 
his brothers Jacob and George, and sister Christina, he became the 
owner of his father’s home estate of fifty acres in Germantown, and 
there resided until about 1737, when he removed to Whitpain Town- 
ship. On the 23 March of that year he purchased of Rees Thomas, 
of Merion, “gent,” and Anthony Morris and Phoebe his wife, of 
Philadelphia, a tract of one hundred and twenty-five acres of land in 
said Whitpain Township, paying for the same the sum of £93 (Phila- 
delphia Deeds, Bk H, No. 11, p. 348), and in the following year he 
sold his Germantown estate (Philadelphia Deeds, Bk G, No. 3, p. 13, 
etc.). He died intestate, and letters of administration on his estate 
were granted unto his son George Kastner. The account filed men- 


tions that his personal estate was divided among his ‘seven children,” 
but their names are not given, although they do appear in a petition 
filed later in the Orphans’ Court for the partition of his real estate, a 
copy of which is hereto annexed. | | 

He married Catharine, daughter of George Jacob, of Roxbury 
Township, Philadelphia. Mr. Jacob, in his will, dated 28 November, 
_ 1732, proved at Philadelphia, 20 January, 1732/3, mentions his “son- 
in-law” Samuel Kastner. Mrs. Kastner doubtless died in the lifetime 
of her husband.

Jacob Kastner, second son of Paul Kastner by his wife 
Mary, was born at Germantown, 1-February, 1697/8, and died in 1767, 
in Upper Dublin Township, Montgomery (then Philadelphia) County. 
Some time prior to 1731 he removed to Lancaster County to occupy, 
it is supposed, land devised to him by his father. In a deed of 11 
May, 1731, he is styled “of County of Lancastér, husbandman,” and 
joined with his brother George, styled of “Philadelphia County, hus- 
bandman,” ‘jin releasing the Germantown estate of his father, unto 
their brother Samuel (Philadelphia Deed Bk, G, No. 1, p. 150), and 
by deed dated 7 March, 1738/9, in which he, Jacob Kastner, is 
described as “of Lampeter Township, Lancaster County,” he pur- 
chased from John Hamer and Jane his wife, a tract of two hundred 
acres in Plymouth Township, Philadelphia (now Montgomery) County.

At about that time he removed to Plymouth Township, where he sub- 
sequently acquired an additional tract of two hundred-and twenty-five 
acres. He also acquired land in Gwynedd, and a tract of one hundred 
acres in East Nottingham, Chester County, and at the time of his 
‘death was a large holder of real estate. He was a Quaker, but 
married “out of the unity of Friends,” as is learned from the minutes 
of Abington Meeting, under date of 31 11 month, 1742, when “he 
gave a writing acknowledging his breach in marrying several years — 
ago out of the unity of Friends,” which acknowledgment was duly 
accepted, and the “penitent” was accordingly restored to fellowship, 
and in the following month he was granted a “certificate” from 
Abington Meeting to the Meeting at Gwynedd.

Jacos Castner, son of Jacob Kastner, and grandson of Paul and 
Mary Kastner, died in 1757, when letters of administration on his 
- estate were granted unto his widow, Patience Kastner, who married 
for second husband, 20 April, 1758, William Pugh, of East Notting- 
ham, Chester County, Pennsylvania. William Pugh and Patience, his 
wife, filed an account in the estate of Jacob Kastner, in Noveinber, 
1759, and the estate was divided between the said Patience and her 
two children by Jacob Kastner. If the blood of Paul Kastner, through 
his son Jacob, exists to-day, it must come through the below named 
Susanna Kastner, by her marriage with Thomas Hanway.

George Kastner, youngest son of Paul and Mary Kastner, 
was born at Germantown, circa 1701; died in Whitpain Township, 
Montgomery (then Philadelphia) County, in October, 1776. He was 
a farmer, and is believed to have removed from Germantown to Whit- 
pain Township, about 1728, as, on 8 June of that year, he purchased of 
Thomas Rees and Anthony Morris and wife, two hundred acres in the 
latter place, and is styled in the deed for the same, “of Whitpain Town- 
ship” (Montgomery County Deeds, Book 43, p. 416). In addition to 
the above tract of land, he acquired two tracts in Whitemarsh Town- 
ship, and was at his decease a man of considerable wealth for his time, 
which is evidenced by his will. He was by birthright a member of 
Abington Meeting, but lost his membership by his first marriage to one 
not a Friend. Who she was, or when the marriage took place, has 
not been ascertained. She doubtless died before 1742, as on 29 
November of that year, Abington Meeting granted him leave to pro- 
ceed in marriage with Elizabeth Streper. Before obtaining such leave, 
he was restored to membership among Friends, upon “acknowledging 
his breach of order in marrying several years ago, out of the unity of 
Friends” (Minutes of Abington Meeting, under date of 30 August, 
1742). His second wife, Elizabeth, was the widow of John Streper, of 
Germantown. She died in 1794, and probably had no issue by Mr. 
Kastner. His will, dated 27 April, 1776, was proved 19 October, same. 
year, together witha codicil to his will made on the 4th of same month.

Margaret married one Conrad, and that one of these married either 
Thomas Mee or George Nice, and that Sarah was the wife of one of 
the latter. 


Samuel Castner, son of Samuel Kastner by his wife. 
Catharine Jacob, and grandson of Paul and Mary Kastner, was born 
1ith June, 1737; died at Gwynedd, Montgomery County, Pennsylva- 
nia, 30th November, 1833. The place of his birth was probably in 
Whitpain Township, after his father’s removal to that place. He was. 
the first of the family to alter the spelling of the name from Kastner: 
to Castner, and through him alone, it would appear, the male line of 
the descendants is continued until the present day. Paul Kastner's 
son Jacob had but one son, Thomas, whose only son Daniel died 
without j issue ; and the sons of Paul’s son George died without issue, 
while of the three sons of Samuel, the son of Paul, Samuel above, is 
the only one known to have had male issue. Paul, brother of the 
latter, died unmarried, and George, the other brother, had four 
children, but these are thought to have been daughters, as no mention 
has been found of any who could have been his sons. 

Samuel Castner settled in Worcester Township sometime prior 
‘to 1757, and is styled of that place in the administration bond filed in 
the estate of his brother George. Hetbecame surety for the adminis- 
trator, and signed his name ‘‘Castner.” On 5 January, 1764, he 
purchased of Abraham Evans a tract of fifty-four acres in Gwynedd 
Township (Montgomery County Deeds, VII, 843), about which time 
he is supposed to have removed there, as in all subsequent convey- 
ances he is called of that place. Mr. Castner lived to be over ninety- 
six years of age, and must have been a man of inarked vigor. His 
autograph to his will, written when he was in his ninety-first year, gives 
evidence of a steady hand, and varies scarcely perceptibly from his 
autograph of sixty years earlier. 

Mr. Castner married, about 1764, Mary, daughter of Samuel and 
Susanna Linderman, of Roxbury Township, Philadelphia County, and 
granddaughter of John and Catharine Linderman, of the same place. 
Mrs. Castner was born 7 December, 1745, and died 10 June, 1824. 
Samue] Linderman, her father, died in 1750 (will proved 24 Novem- 
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ber, of that year), and her grandfather Linderman died in 1721 (will 
proved 5 June of that year). The latter came from Mulheim, Ger- 
many, and settled in Germantown, Philadelphia, in 1698, and by deed 
of 7 December, 1708, purchased a tract of forty-three and one-quarter 
‘acres, in Roxborough Township, on the Wissahickon.

SaMUEL Castner, of Penn Yan, N. Y., fourth son of Samuel Cast- 
ner by his wife Mary Linderman, was born in Montgomery County, 
- Pennsylvania, 30 April, 1772; died at Milo, Yates County, New York. 
He married in 1795, Mary Magdalene, oldest daughter of David 
Wagener, one of the pioneer settlers of Milo, Yates County, New 
York. She was born in Montgomery County, Pa., February 14, 1776. 
_ She had previously been to the New Jerusalem, N. Y., with her father, 
making the journey through the wilderness on horseback. While her 
father was clearing land on which Penn Yan is located, with a 
large number of hands, she was matron for the whole company. She 
returned to Pennsylvania with her father fora short stay, and remained 
to marry. Immediately after their marriage they removed from Mont- 
gomery County, to Milo above.
